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To what extent does a better 
education pay off, in dollars and 
cents, for the average Collin County 
resident? 
How much is it worth, in current 
and lifetime earnings, to go through 
high school and college? 
That is the subject of much debate 
these days. Some contend that the 
economic advantage that well­ 
educated people enjoyed for many 
years over the less-educated has been 
declining and is well below what it 
was a decade ago. 
According to Harvard economist 
Richard 
B. 
Freem an, 
college 
graduates no longer have as large an 
edge in income over high school 
graduates as they had then. The 
difference is down considerably, he 
finds, and their job prospects, also, 
are less certain than before. 
Other studies, however, maintain 
that a good education continues to be 
very worthwhile financially, but do 
not deny that job problems are 
greater than in the past. 
On the basis of national data 
compiled by the Dept, of Commerce, 
it appears that the average man in 
Collin County who has had four years 


of college can look forward to making 
about 58 percent more money during 
his working career than a local high 
school grad. 
Similarly, local men who have 
completed four years of high school 
have the prospect of earning 39 per­ 
cent more during their lifetime than 
elementary school graduates. 
These are averages, it is pointed 
out, and do not apply to every in­ 
dividual. Some people with meager 
educational backgrounds earn more 
than many college graduates. 
On an annual basis, figures recently 
released by the Dep. of Commerce, 
covering the entire male working 
population, show that the median 
income of college graduates $4,850 a 
year above that of high school 
graduates and $10,040 above the 
earnings of elementary school grads. 
The lates; figures indicate that 
Collin County residents are presently 
getting a median of 12.0 years of 
schooling, which is more than they 
were getting formerly. In 1960 it was 
9.3. 
Of the local population over age 25, 
48.1 percent are high school graduates 
and 10.4 percent college grads.

wouldn't accept it if I did). This is 
probly due to the fact that most 
pipe smokers don't inhale. 
Obesity and an improper diet go 
hand in glove. They have found that 
over weight will up the incidence of 
nearly 
all 
cardiovascular 
diseases. Also it is known that in 
nations where people have diets 
that are high in saturated fats, 
cholesterol 
and 
sweets 
nearly 
always have a much higher in­ 
cidence of coronary heart disease. 
When people come to the U.S. from 
one of these countrys with very 
little heart disease and start eating 
our food, the chance th is problem to 
occur goes way up. Sure sounds like 
Americans are eating their way 
into the grave.

Rights Stand Viewed 
Quiet Diplomacy Suggested

In 
the 
eyes 
of 
freedom -loving 
Americans, it is only right and proper— 
indeed, im perative—-that the President of 
the United States speak out against the 
violation of hum an rights in the Soviet 
Union. But there are at least two perils in 
doing so, and Jim m y Carter is learning 
about both of them. 
One is that rather than shaming the 
Soviet government into relaxing its iron 
grip over the lives of its citizens, m oral 
admonishment from the United States will 
provoke just the opposite result. The 
Kremlin has, in fact, not only stepped up 
its campaign against dissidents but, ac­ 
cording 
to Israeli foreign m inister Ygal 
Alton, has opened “the worst cam paign of 
persecution against Soviet Jews since the 
days of Stalin.” 
In addition, the Soviet press has been 
running daily denudations of Mr. C arter’s 
“hypocritical” meddling in Soviet internal 
affairs, w arning that it jeopardizes detente 
and the forthcom ing nuclear arm s control 
negotiations. 
The other, less foreseeable, consequence 
is that the president’s words on behalf of 
Russian dissidents seem only to have 
whetted their appetite for more. 
Leading dissident Andrei Sakharov has 
appealed to President Carter to publicly 
defend Anatoly Shcharansky, a Jewish 
activist arrested by Soviet authorities the 
other day on the charge that he was a U.S. 
spy. 
The arrest, says Sakharov, was a 
“challenge” to Mr. Carter and an “ at­ 
tem pt 
to 
b lack m ail 
the 
new 
a d ­ 
ministration... to give up its principled 
stand on defending human rights all over 
the world.” 
But there is dissension among the 
dissidents. Speaking from Paris, 
exiled 
historian Roy Medvedev claims that the 
C arter Adm inistration’s statem ents and 


actions have “overstepped the threshold” 
of interference in Soviet internal affairs 
and are responsible for the current 
retaliation against dissidents. 
For this opinion, Sakharov has branded 
Medvedev a “ traito r.” 
In making this kind of sm ear against a 
colleague, Sakharov himself seems to 
have overstepped a threshold—into the 
realm of the fanatic who believes that 
anyone who is not totally and aboslutely 
with him must be against him. 
Who needs this? 
It is one thing for Mr. Carter to issue 
generalized statem ents in defense of the 
rights of dissidents in the Soviet Union or 
elsewhere. To become involved in 
each 
individual case or in disputes among the 
dissidents themselves would be most 
unwise. Sakharov and others who expect 
or demand that he do so are aksing for too 
much. 
In the meantim e, in our own country, the 
president’s decision to cut off U.S. aid 
funds to governm ents which violate 
human rights has been ciriticized for its 
selectivity. (South Korea, for example, 
was exempted.) Abroad, Brazil and at 
least four other Latin American countries 
have told us in almost so many words 
where we can go with our money. 
Obviously, there are limits to what even 
a President of the United States can do or 
should try to do to promote freedom 
around the world. The risk of backfire or 
em barrassm ent is a very real one. 
By no means should Mr. Carter retreat 
from anything he has said. But having 
made clear to all the world his dedication 
to human rights, perhaps the emphasis 
ought now to be placed on quiet, behind- 
the-scenes diplomacy. 
In the long run, this could accomplish 
more toward achieving the desired goal 
than 
any 
num ber 
of 
lofty 
public 
pronouncem ents.

Women’s Movement Progresses 


(Editor’s 
Note:

following is the third in a 
series of articles covering 
various aspects of the 
women’s movement from its 
early beginnings to present 
day laws and activities.

Following an upsurge in 
the recognition of women 
due to the emergence of 
women’s clubs and suffrage 
c o n v e n t i o n s , 
m a n y 
American 
women 
were 
applying 
the 
feminist 
momentum to their private 
lives. 
The family sociologist 
Alice S. Rossi described the 
30’s as a time when “women 
earned 
the 
highest 
proportion 
of 
advanced 
degrees in the history of 
American higher education. 
So too, the proportion of 
women in the labor force 
continued 
to 
climb 
dramatically throughout the 
40’s and 50’s.’’ 
“Strong-minded descend­ 
ants of the 
suffragists 
between 1920 and 1960 were 
pouring 
much 
of 
their 
energy into education and 
em ployment,’’ 
she 
con­ 
tinued, “and if they were 
married they did double duty 
at work and at home; such a 
profile leaves little time and 
energy for political 
in­ 
volvement.” 
Women went into the labor 
market as never before 
during World War II. When 
the war was over, however, 
Rosie the Riveter was urged 
to go home. Many Rosies 
did. Women’s focus was once 
again on homemaking and 
babies. 
Eleanor Roosevelt, who 
had 
been 
speaking 
to 
readers in a daily newspaper 
column ever since 1935, 
became an inspiration and 
role model to thousands of 
women. 
Other elements entered 
the American scene. Black 
Americans were protesting 
their second-class citizen­ 
ship. Women, who had long 
recognized 
the 
parallel 
between injustice to blacks 
and injustice to 
women, 
were encouraged 
by the 
success of the civil rights 
movement. 
Advances in contraceptive 
technology gave women a 
chance 
to 
space 
their 
children. 
Better 
family 
planning resulted in better 
health and allowed women to 
participate more fully in 
public life. 
Women were beginning to 
recognize that 
full-time 
homemaking was not the 
best of all possible worlds for 
everyone, especially after

Dairy products furnish 
about 22 percent of the total 
intake of magnesium in the 
United States.

“Other good sources of 
magnesium are dry beans 
and peas, soybeans, nuts and 
green leaf vegetables,” she 
added. 
The role of magnesium in 
human nutrition has only 
come to light during the past 
decade—and

deficiency of magnesium in

was 
evidenced in a small number 
of patients in 1934, Miss 
Haggard said. 
“Magnesium deficiencies 
are not likely to occur under 
normal health conditions. 
But if a deficiency occurs, it 
is generally due to a reduced 
food intake, poor absorbtion 
or both,” she said.

energy 
conservation, a Centennial 
spokesman 
says. 
The 
reason—dwindling 
energy 
supplies and ever rising 
utility costs. 
According to Frederick 
Roach, president of Cen­ 
tennial. the consumer has 
finally become aware of the 
energy crisis in this country. 
“Over 95 percent of our 
buyers,” he said, “are 
purchasing our super energy 
package. These are the

knowledge that they will not 
have to turn down their 
thermostats each time a cold 
spell hits.”

The Energy Saver homes, 
however, were covered with 
snow indicating that the heat 
was contained within the 
house. 
There is an energy module 
in the Cimarron model 
homes in Plano. Both South­ 
westerners and Dallasites 
models are located at Park 
Blvd., just east of Jupiter 
Rd.

Resurrection. 
The production, which 
NBG has scheduled for Palm 
Sunday and Easter Sunday, 
8-11 p.m., 
Eastern 
time, 
each night, became con­ 
troversial when some fun­ 
dam entalist 
Protestant 
groups, who had not seen the 
film, objected to a Zeffirelli 
news interview and General 
Motors withdrew as sponsor.
